NEW BANKRUPT BILL. 


Washington, Jan. G.—A favora- 


ble report was authorized today 
by the House Committee on the 
Judiciary of the Shcrley bill con- 
taining a number of amendments 
to the bankruptcy act of 1907 anil 
the amendments enacted into law 
in 1903. 


The amendemnts are designed 


to cure certain defects in the law 
which have been revealed during 
he years of its application, and t< 
obtain uniformity in practice in 
•ill the courts. 


Among the 
most 
importanl 


amendments is one which fixes thi 
tees of the receivers on thi) per 
ccntage basis, thus removing from 
'ederal courts the discretion to 
Ix the amount of compensation. 


Another amendment extends the 


ipplieation of the law to all cor- 
porations of a commercial cbar.'ie- 
ter, except of public nantro am' 
municipal, railroad and banking 
Corporations. 


A third amendment provides u 


method whereby an applicant may 
go into court and apply for a set- 
lement with creditors without bc- 
ng declared a bankrupt, und 8(111 
inol her provides that a false state 
miidc to a mercantile agency slrill 
be considered as no objection to 
a discharge from bankruptcy.
